Much  needed  update  provides  a  safe  and  fresh  new  took 


Auburn  Adventist  Academy  opened  its 
doors  into  the  2017-2018  school  year  under¬ 
neath  a  brand-new  entrance.  Not  only  does  ev¬ 
eryone  at  the  Academy  get  to  start  this  school 
year  fresh,  but,  thanks  to  the  Class  of  1966,  so 
does  the  Academy.  With  a  fresh  coat  of  paint, 
tall  gables  and  new  benches  out  front,  many 
view  the  schools  new  entrance  as  “inviting  and 
modem.’'  Because  of  the  graduating  Class  of 
1966's  donations  towards  the  construction,  the 
Academy  now  has  a  more  appealing  and  up-to- 
date  school  entrance. 

The  main  reasons  behind  the  school's 
recent  construction  were  possible  hazards  con¬ 
cerning  the  old  structure.  The  front  beam  was 
rotten  and  cracked  due  to  water  damage,  and 
a  portion  of  the  ceiling  was  rotten.  Mr.  Derek 
Brize ndine,  VP  of  Finance,  explains  the  second 
reason  behind  the  construction,  The  gables 
were  built  in  order  to  give  the  Academy  a  face, 
so  that  everyone  can  recognize  that  it  is  the 
front  entrance.”

The  newly  designed  entrance  took  both 
aesthetic  and  function  into  consideration.  For 
the  new  design,  the  brick  walls  from  the  old 
entrance  were  taken  down.  However,  some 
of  the  bricks  were  preserved  and  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  bottom  of  the  new  en¬ 
trance's  pillars.  Black  metal  benches  have 
been  conveniently  placed  outside  of  the  en¬ 
trance  for  students  and  visitors  to  enjoy.  Future 
plans  involve  additional  benches  to  be  installed 
just  inside  the  entryway  that  will  provide  addi¬ 
tional  seating  for  students  to  use  while  waiting 
for  their  rides  after  school,  Many  alumni  have 
been  involved  in  this  project,  including  the  class 
of  1966  with  their  donations,  and  Jensen  De¬ 
velopment  Inc.  for  their  labor, 

Jensen  Development  Inc,  the  workers 
responsible  for  newly  constructed  entrance,  are 
part  of  a  family-owned  business.  Their  work  not 
only  built  an  attractive  gable,  but  also,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mrs,  Suzette  Maxwell,  AAA's  Adminis¬ 
trative  Assistant,  “It  made  the  entrance  very 
inviting,  fresh,  and  modern  looking.  It's  a  good 
representation  of  what  the  school  stands  for, 
regarding  its  inner  and  outer  beauty.” 

The  next  step  will  be  to  place  the  school's  logo 
on  the  top  of  the  gable,  giving  it  a  more  re¬ 
fined  look,  The  logo  is  estimated  to  be  placed 
on  the  gable  by  the  beginning  of  2018,  and  is 
expected  to  be  a  simple  circle  with  an  “A"  in  the 
center.  Mr.  Peter  Fackenthali,  AAA's  Principal, 
says  that  there  will  likely  be  words  underneath 
the  logo  that  welcome  people  to  the  Academy. 
Auburn  Adventist  Academy  is  blessed  to  have 
such  generous  alumni.  We  are  all  thankful  for 
the  donations  from  the  Class  of  1966.
